Read a petition of brother Robert Smith of Cabarrus County 
praying to be admitted as a member of this Grand Lodge; 
which was laid over until the next meeting of the same. 
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On motion Resolved that the Grand Secretary be requested 
and he is hereby authorized to receive into his possession 
such payments as may be made by the respective Lodges 
as their annual quota. It being understood that the Grand 
Treasurer was absent. 

The Lodge was then closed in due form, to convene again 
on Saturday next 6 o'clock P M.

On motion Resolved that Brothers Edward Jones and 
Henry Urguhart delegated from St John's Lodge No 1 Wilm- 
ington be admitted to take their seats as representatives of 
the same in this Grand Lodge notwithstanding their omission 
in producing proper credentials thereof. 

Received from the Delegates of Old Cone Lodge No 9 
Salisbury a return of their proceedings of the last year like- 
wise a list of their Members which was approved of and 
ordered to be filed among the archives. 

Read a petition of some Inhabitants} in the forks of the 
Yadkin River in Rowan County praying to receive a Charter 
for a separate Lodge thereat which te Grand Lodge laid 
over for further consideration. 
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Received from St John’s Lodge No 3 Newbern an authen- 
ticated transcript of their bye-laws, likewise of their proceed- 
ings of the last year with a list of their members which was 
approved of by the Grand Lodge and ordered to be de- 
posited among the archives. 

Resolved that this day fortnight being the 16th Ultimo 
that a dinner be prepared; whereat each Member, Delegate, 
and. Visitor of this Lodge should be admitted to participate 
thereat without that hilarity and friendship belonging to 
Masons of our antient order. 

Brother Major Gen. Robert Smith presented a petition from 
some inhabitants of Cabarrus County, praying a Charter 
etc. which the Grand Lodge laid over for further considera- 
tion. . 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master was pleased to ap- 
point Brother Peter Cassau Stewert to this Grand Lodge, who 
accepted of the same and entered on the discharge of his 
duty of such. 

The Lodge was then closed in due form to meet on Mon- 
day evening next.

Read again the petition of several inhabitants brothers, 
etc. of Cabarrus County praying for a Charter which on 
motion; Bro. Gen Smith has leave to withdraw. 

Read petition of Brother Waitstill Avery of Burke County 
praying to become a member of this Grand Lodge; which 
on consideration and balloting brother Avery was found 
to be unanimously elected; who came and took his seat 
accordingly. 

No further business being before the Lodge it was then 
closed in due form to meet again on Thursday evening.

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The Lodge was then opened in due form and solemn form. 

The Grand Lodge then took under their consideration the 
Communication from the Grand Lodge of the State of Mas- 
sachusetts; and after a due investigation thereof Resolved 
that this Grand Lodge adopt and receive on their part the 
iirst and .second propositions by them made as rules and 
regulations of this Lodge. 

1__to wit. ‘That it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary 
under the direction of the most worshipful Grand Master, 
after the choice of Officers each year, to transmit a list 
of the new Officers chosen or elected; as also, an at- 
tested copy of all new general regulations adopted, to 
the Grand Lodge of every State in the Union. 

IL." That it shall be an invariable principle that no Charter 
of erection or dispensation, shall be granted to any 
number of Masons residing out of the State wherein the 
Grand Lodge, adopting the principle is held; except 
when the Grand Lodge of the State in which the peti- 
tions reside shall acquiesce therein in writing.” 

The Committee appointed to communicate with the Grand 
Lodge of the State of Massachusetts made a report, which 
was unanimously approved of and ordered to be sent for- 
ward by the Grand Secretary of this Lodge. 

Read a petition of Brethern residing in and about Nash- 
ville in the State of Tennessee praying for a Charter to con- 
stitute a Lodge in the said town of Nashville. Which the 
Grand Lodge on investigation thought proper to grant agree- 
ably to the said petition by the name of St. Tammany No 1 
of Tennessee. 

On motion and seconded Resolved that a committee be 
appointed to draft out and form certain rules and regulations 
as a Constitution of the Grand Lodge of this State, and that 
the subordinate Lodges under the Jurisdiction shall be bound 
to observe the same accordingly. For that purpose was 
nominated and appointed the most worshipful William R 
Davie Grand Master, the right worshipful James Glasgow 
Deputy Grand Master, Brothers William Duffy, and Robert 
Williams grand Secretary. And that notice hereof be trans- 
mitted to the Lodges respectively under the jurisdiction of 
this Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge proceeded to the choice of a Grand 
Treasurer when Brother Richard W Freear was nominated 
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thereto and on ballotting he was found to be unanimously 
elected to that office; and was installed accordingly, after 
the antiant form of Masonry. 

Read again the petition of some brother Inhabitants of the 
Forks of the Yadkin river in Rowan County praying a Char- 
ter to issue empowering them to open and hold a Lodge 
thereat, as specified in this said petition. Which this Grand 
Lodge on enquiry thought proper not to grant; but that a 
dispensation issue to them for the term of one year. 

Read again the petition of some Brothers Inhabitants’ in 
the County of Cabarrus praying for a Charter empowering 
them to hold a Lodge therein. Which this Grand Lodge on 
enquiry thought proper not to grant but that the same be 
rejected. 

On petition and motion Resolved that a dispensation issue 
directed to brother Montford Stokes Master, brother Major 
General Robert Smith Senior Warden and brother John Long 
Junior Warden, empowering them by the offices annexed 
respectively to their names to open and hold a Lodge in the 
County of Cabarrus, at some certain place by them appoint- 
ed for that purpose. 

The Grand Lodge was then closed in due form.
